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The closest prior art of record (US 5,306,435), does not teach or suggest a soil release 
composition comprising a polymeric soil release agent of polysaccharide having a degree of 
substitution ranging from about 0.6 to about 1.2 and a molecular weight of less than about 
1,000,000 as claimed. Accordingly, the claimed subject matter, as a whole would not have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art of soil release compositions.
